Heart transplant recipient celebrates life

*MADISON — Friday was the 
s@cond Christmas of Robie Bras- 
field’s “‘new life.” 

On May 24, 1936, Brasfield, 62, 
received a heart transplant at 
the Texas Heart Institute in 
Houston. Since that time, Bras- 
field has experienced a few 
frbloms, but has been able to 
lead a normal life. 

‘Before the transplant, Bras- 
fleld suffered from cardiomyopa- 
thy, an incurable disease where 
the heart muscle enJarges, caus- 
Be the heart to contract improp- 

He spent much time in and 
out of hospitals.

heart donor had been found — a 
25-year-old Missouri man. 

An ambulance arrived to pick 
up Brasfield even. before he had 
time to dress, he said. When 
Brasfield got ‘to the hospital, 
preparation for surgery began. 

At 6 a.m. May 24, 1986, Bras- 
field received his new heart. 
Then. 61, he was the 114th trans- 
plant patient at the institute and 
the eighth person in the world 
more -than 60 years old to 
receive a heart transplant. 

The surgery lasted two hours, 
Brasfield said. He said he suf- 
fered no severe pain following 
the transplant and didn’t take 
any pain medicine. 

“T was afraid IT was going to 
suffer a lot, but I didn’t,’’ Bras- 
field said. 

Four days after the surgery, 
Brasfield was able to get out of 
bed-and_sit in a chair, he said. 

Brasfield’s wife stayed with 
him_in—the_hospital_room, he 
said. Other patients and family 
members on the floor visited 





. with each other as well, he said. 


Brasfield returned home in 
September 1986. Since then, his 
condition has been closely moni- 
-tored by doctors and he must 
return to Houston once a year 
for a check-up, he said. 

Brasfield takes a lot of medi- 
cation to prevent his body from 
rejecting his new heart, he said. 
His diet isn’t restricted, ~ thor 
he watches his intake of salt, 
Brasfjeld said.

Attractor was made in a round- 
about way that demonstrates one 
of the general rules of-scientific 
endeavor, namély, a scientist 
niay not find what’he is looking 
for, but he won't find anything if 
he is not looking for something. 

When the discovery was made 
in early 1987, astronomers were 
studying galaxies, which are 
huge clusters of stars. 
+! The sun is in the Milky Way 

alaxy, which contains about 500 
jllion stars, and the Milky Wa: 
is but one of the 100 billion gal- 
axies that make up the known 

universe. 

Astronomers were measuring 
the relative motions of’ galaxies 
and clusters of galaxies with 
respect to the universe as a 
whole. Once the relative motion 
was determined for each galaxy, 
the astronomers then subtracted 
the motion imparted to each gal- 
axy at the birth of the universe, 
which is known as the Big Bang.

Couples planning to marry 
after San: 1, should-take note of 
a_—new- Illinois law requiring 
them to have a blood test to 
determine if ‘they have been 
exposed to the AIDS virus. 

Blood tests for syphilis have 
been required of matrimonial 
couples for many years. Now, 
couples _ seekin; a marriage: 
dicense also will have to produce 
doctor certification that each of 
them has been tested, within the 
last 30 days, for evidence of 
exposure to ‘the AIDS-causing 
human -immunodeficiency virus 
(HIV). The certificate must 
specify that both have been 
informed of the results, but will 
“not indicate the results were pos- 
itive or negative. A positive test 
result does not bar you from 
obtaining a. marriage license. 

You should schedule your pre- 
marital exam with your family 
physician. The couple may use 
two separate doctors or Share 
the same one, but théy must ga 
to a doctor. Only physicians can 
issue the required, certificate. 
The testing process, from office 
visit to final results, can take 
anywhere from two days or two 
or three weeks, so be sure to 
allow enough time.

Testing for AIDs is potentially 
a threé-step process. The initial 
step uses an enzyme-linked 
immunosorbent assay (ELISA) 
to determine if the blogd con- 
tains. HIV antibodies. If it is pos- 
itive, the lab conducts a second 
ELISA test. A second positive 
means there will have to be a 
more comprehensive test. 

The determing fest, called a 
Western Blot, is more specific 
and accurate. It screens out 
non-HIV related antibodies that 
may Have caused a false positive 
in the ELISA test. As there are 
fewer labs able to do the Wést- 
ern Blot, it can from two to 
three weeks to get results. 

A three-step AIDS test will 
probably cost between $30 and 
$50, and less if only one ELISA 
is_required. Costs vary widely 
across the state.Couples 
ould budget for doctor visits, 
including in-depth counseling 
sessions for both partners with 
the physician if a test is positive. 

A word of caution: False posi- 
tives are fairly common with the 
ELISA test. Partners testing 
Positive’ should=not draw conclu- 
sions until the-Western Blot 
results are in. One AMA-pub- 

















lished study determined that, in 
the general population, if 25 of 
1,000 tests come back 
positive 10 of those 25 posi- 
tives will be confirmed positive 
with the Western Blot. The num 
ber of confirmed positives would 
be higher among those with 


high-risk behavior.

I lived what I believe. I spent 
25 years raising six children in 
which time I had no job and no 
income,’’she- said. Nobody 
thought any (Republican) could 
be elected to_(Price’s seat)and 
so'they were happy to have any- 
body to liven up the campaign. 

“And I did liven up the cam- 
paign,’”’ she notes with a grin. 

And. lest anyone mistake her 
for a feminist: 

“The (feminists) believe in 
free, liberated sex with anybody 
of any gender,” Schlafly say 
“They don’t honor lifetime fide 
ty, in fact everything they do is 
anti-family. I have nothing in 
common with them.’’ 

Schlafly, like many other con- 
servatives, sees herself as su 
rounded by a hostile world. Her 
comments are peppered with 
references to the “‘liberals’’ who 
thwart every ‘conservative pro- 
gram 

“We seem to have trouble get 
ting it through Congress," she 
s of President Reagan's Str: 
tegic Defense Initiative, or Star 
Wars. ‘‘But then the liberals run 
Congress,"’ she adds with a 
frown.

winners.

Unlike the 1942” Academy 
Award-winning “‘Mrs. Miniver,’” 
director William. Wyler’s mov- 
ing, Hollywoodized ‘study- of a 
middle-class English-fainily eop- 
ing-with war, John Boorman’s 
autobiographical ‘‘Hope And Glo- 
ry” tells the story from a boy’s 
viewpoint. 

The masterful and enteértain- 
ing memoir-is as witty as it is 
poignant and wise. Boorman 
focuses on his own family and 
friéndein. the touching chrorficle 
crammed with warm-hearted, 
unforgettable characters. 

Boorman begins his story on 
Sept: 3, 1939, as fathers in neigh- 
boring yards quit mowing their 
lawns to hear the quiet voice of 
prime minister Neville Chambéer- 
lain-on-the-radio--He is -announc= 
ing England’s reluctant eniry 
into the war despite having 
heaped steaks of appeasement 
on the, jackal Hitler in the vain 
hope that he would become a 
vegetarian. ‘ 

The Nazis were marching into 
Poland, and the sadness in 
Chamberlain’s voice casts a chill 
“on one of those languid summers 
savored by Englishmen who are 
aware that the chaotic bombing 
of London is only months away 

On that day, the young boy 
(Sebastian Rice-Edwards) occu- 
pies himself in the garden with 
toy figures of Merlin the Magi- 
cian and King Arthur. Within a 
few days his father (David Hay- 
man) joins the army, promising 
to return for the Christmas holi- 
days. Sebastian’s anxious mother 
(Sarah Miles) ig left at home to 
look after the children. 

As “Hope And Glory” moves 
on, ,it becomes. apparent that 
Sebastian, his younger sister 
(Geraldine Muir) and their rag- 
tag pals view the onset of. the 
war as' a_ kind. of romantic 
adventure to be savored.

~ WASHINGTON — Illinois 
Medicaid program is a mix of 
mediocre services and innova- 
tive programs that in some 
cases help the poor and in others 
leave them at risk, according to 
a nationwide study released Dec. 
21. 

The ‘report by Public’ Citizen 
Health Research Group, a—con- 
sumer advocacy organization, 
said Minnesota has the best 
Medicaid program.in the nation 
and the Northeast states collec- 
tively rank the highest. 

But the report’s authors said 
even the best programs are 
largely failures. < 

“This report is a screaming 
reminder to millions of poor peo: 
ple that health care is not a 
right,” Dr. Sidney M. Wolfe, pro- 


fessor emeritus of public health’ 


at Yale University, said at a 
news conference. 

The 257-page study ranked IIli- 
nois’ Medicaid program 18th, 
based on 72 criteria suchas eli- 
gibility standards, availability of 
services, quality of care and 
reimbursement to doctors and 
other health care providers 
_ Rankings for other Midwest 
States included Wisconsin at sec- 
ond, Michigan at 10th, Iowa at 
12th (tied with Maine), Indiana 
at 27th (tied with Ohio and West 
Virginia) and Missouri-at 47th. 

Mississippi was at the bottom 
of the list, and the South as a 
whole had the worst Medicaid 
systems in the country, the 
study said. 

“In summary, state Medicaid 
programs range not from excel- 
lent down to terrible, but from 
mediocre down to terribl the 
report concluded 

In a state-by-state analysis, 
the report said Illinois 
‘‘Mediocre throughout its regular 
Medicaid program, Illinois none- 
theless ranks among a handful 
of truly innovative programs 
outside the top 10. Unfortunately, 
not all the state’s innovations 
appear to benefit patients.”’ 

For example, the study- said 
Illinois’ unique system of con- 
tracting with hospitals for inpa- 
tient care, known as ICARE, 
“could create severe, arbitrary 
barriers to hospital access 

Unlike a similar program in 
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California, which-contracts- with 
a small number of hospitals to 
meet all 
needs, the Illinois program con- 
tracts with virtuaily all hospi- 
tals, but each contract is for a 
fixed number of days. 

The study said the Illinois con- 
tracts are a problem because 

“*hospitals—contracting for a 
fixed number of days accept 
Medicaid patients on a_ first. 
come, first-served basis Ueaving 
late-comers wanting). 

In contrast, an innovative pro- 
gram that the study cited as pos- 
itive is linois’ system of payin, 
nursing homes “‘patient-relat. 
rates’’ to encourage them to 


-admit and care properly for 


patients who have heavy needs 


As_an outgrowth of its report, 
the Public Citizen researchers

Public fear no basis to judge 
~ chemicals, executive says

WASHINGTON —-A—senior 
executive of the St. Louis-based 
Monsanto Co. said the federal 
government should seek a stron- 
ger scientific basis for its regu- 
lation of harmful chemicals. 

Harold J. Corbett, president of 
the American Industrial Health 
Council, an  industry-funded 
group of health-experts, said fed- 
eral-agencies should use “sound 

—science,"’ rather than- public 
fears, in regulating harmful 
chemicals. 

Otherwise, American industry 
will-be unable to-remain compet- 
itive, Corbett, Monsanto's senior 
vice president for environment, 
safety and health, told AIHC 
members assembled for the 
group’s annual meeting 

‘No one is trying to say some 
chemicals cannot harm you,” 
Corbett said. However, Ameri- 
can businesses are made ‘‘non- 
competitive’ by strict -regula- 
tions that are not based on a full 
understanding of how the chemi- 


cals cause harm, he said. 

The Environngental Protection 
Agency, the National Institutes 
of Health and the Occupational 
Heaith and Safety-Administra- 
tion are responsible for regulat- 
ing harmful chemicals, 


While the agencies strive to 
protect human health by regulat- 
ing chemicals linked with illness, 
chemical producers and users 
say there should be no. doubt 
about the harmfulness about a 
Substance before those chemicals 
are subject to regulation. 


Corbett’s. group want regula- 
tors to weigh the likelihood that 
a chemical will harm human 
health against the cost of 
restricting or eliminating the 
chemical. AIHC often offers the 
agencies advice in ‘developing 
new chemical regulations. 


Most recently AIHC called on 
the “EPA-to- review its policy on 
assessing the harmfulness of 
cancer-causing substances.
